eral government was defeated by the Conservatives in 1928 


under Hon. S. F. Tolmie, when Mr. Pattullo 


inherited the 


leadership of the Liberal Party from the defeated Hon. Dr. 


MacLean. 


Dr. Tolmie, uncertain of his ability to hold a Conserva- 
tive government together, wished to form a coalition gov- 


ernment. 


In this he had strong newspaper support. 


But Mr. Pattullo refused flatly to participate in any 
such scheme although he was strongly criticised by the 
press and a large section of his own party for this refusal. 
His political sagacity, however, was powerfully vindicated 
in 1933, when he swept the province with a great Liberal 


majority. 


He was again returned to power in 1937. 
Mr. Pattullo went to the Yukon al 


the tine of the Klondike gold rush 
and represented the Dominion gov- 
ernment there in the gold commiss- 


tered the real estate and insurance 
business in Prince Rupert, he main- 
tained ties with Ottawa, being a 
close persona! friend and supporter 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 

Thus, in 1917, when union gov- 
ernment was effecied in Ottawa, 
Mr. Pattullo stood alongside Sir 
Wilfrid in opposition to it even 
though some of his colleagues in 
the British Columbia cabinet 
favored the step. 

This was his first demonstration 
of opposition to the principle of 
coalition. 

When the Sirois Report was 
brought down and the greatest 
newspaper campaign in Canadian 
history was launched to support it, 
Mr. Pattullo took the stand that 
the centralization of power at Ot- 
tawa was against all the principles 
of the Liberal Party and that if: 
the report was implemented, the 
loss of revenue, with corporation 
and income taxes taken away 
from the provinces, the growth 
and expansion of British Columbia 
would be brought to a standstill. 

He held that the high living stand- 
ard of his province could not be 
maintained on the revenues left to 
the province, 

He argued that British Columbia 
had been first in all social legisla- 
tion and could not afford to throw 
away the livng standards established 
by that legislation. 


FIRST IN CANADA 

British Columbia, he pointed out, 
had been first in all Canada with 
such legislation as the Dependent 
Mothers' Allowances, Workmen's 
Compensation and Mnimum Wage 
standards. 

This attitude earned thé vigorous 
enmity of financial interests and the 
newspapers which demanded his re- 
tirement. 

But Mr, Pattullo comes from an 
old newspaper family in Woodstock, 
Ont. He was not afraid of the press. 

In the recent election, the Con- 
servatives combined with the C.C.F 
to bring about his personal defeat 
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in Prince Rupert, but were unsuc- 
cessful by a margin of a little more

This case was 
fought in the courts and the Sup- 
reme Court of Canada held in favor 
of the B.C. government. But the 
act could not be made operative be- 
cause the Dominion government ap- 
pointed a controller under the War 
Measures Act which left B.C, with- 
out a voice in the matter, 

Up to the present, the most 
powerful opposition of newspap- 
ers and vested interests, and even 
personal abuse, have not been 
able to force Mr. Pattullo’s re- 
signation. His friends insist that 
he is both consistent and logical 
in resisting the demands for coali- 
tion. 

He dec'ares his intention of meet- 
ing the provincial house on Decem- 
ber 4 and facing all issues squarely. 


It is expected here that the Con-| 


servative and majority of the Lib- 
eral members will combine to vote 
him out of the premiership and 
form a coalition government but not 
before some vivid plain speaking 
reveals some of the undercover 
events leading up to the defec- 
tion of his ministers which, for 
obvious reasons, have not been 
given to the public by antagonistic 
newspapers.

Car plant will be 
expanded to 1,000,000 square feet 
of production space, bringing into 
the class of the world's biggest 
sircraft factories.

Sixteen persons have been killed 
this year in traffic accidents on Cal 
gary streets. Edmonton 1s fortunate 
in that the accident fatalities here have 
numbered only three.

Hit-and-run 
incidents have been more common than 
in former years—and it is usually sheer 
good luck when a victim of‘a hit-and 
run driver is not killed. 

That fatalities have been fewer here 
than in the southern city must not be 
allowed to blur the fact that Edmonton 
streets are not as safe as they should 
be. They never will be normally safe 
while drivers who speed away from an 
accident in which they are involved go 
uncaught and unpunished. The police 
of course are loudly blamed for not 
rounding up the hit-and-run driver— 
but what about those who fail to help 
the police identify an offender? 

Not many traffic mishaps occur in 
which only the driver knows what hap- 
pened or who was involved. Those who 
have such knowledge but keep it to 
themselves, and thereby shield the 
guilty party, are only in degree less 
culpable than the driver who leaves a 
victim lying on the road. Those who 
want the streets to be safe should help 
to make them safe. 


Another Hess Guess

Commenting on the result, the Rus- 
sian Premier says: “Not only did Bri- 
tain and America not join the campaign 
of the German Fascist invaders of our 
country, but on the contrary found 
themselves in the same camp as_ the 
Soviet Union against Hitlerite Ger- 
many”, 

That is hardly the correct way of 
putting it, though the practical result 
is the same. Britain and the United 
States did not “find” themselves in the 
anti-Hitler camp. They were there 
first. Britain helped establish the 
camp, and the United States prompt- 
ly joined it—while Russia was still 
non-belligerently on the other side. It 
was Russia which “found” itself driven 
into the camp—on the 22nd of June 
last. 


Petain Surrenders 


General Weygand has been dismiss- 
ed from the command of the Vichy 
forces in Algeria, where he seems to 
have held also authority over French 
North and West Africa. The dismissal 
was made on orders from Berlin. Of 
this there can be no doubt, for Wey- 
gand was the only remaining colleague 
Petain could trust, and a long-standing 


personal friend as well. What bribes 
or threats were used to deprive the 
aged Marshal of his sole standby, |

Astonishing Verdict 


Editor, Bulletin: I am astonished and 
surprised by the verdict rendered by the 
cororer and jury in the tragic accident 


north of Lacombe, October 27, Saturday | 


night, when three young men all eighteen 
years of age were killed instantly walking 
on the wrong side of the highway. 

Facts brought out at the second inquest 
hearing was: The driver of the death car 
not blinded by the north going car was 
the excuse given. The evidence as given 
by the R.C.M.P. was—the lights of the 
north bound car which was supposed to 
blind the driver of the death car did not 
have good lights at all and certainly not 
bright. 

Then the north bound car passed the 
boys eighty to one hundred feet before he 
met the death car. After the impact of 
hitting the boys the death car travelled 
two hundred and twenty-five feet before 
stopping. According to the Highway Act 
any car under contro] should stop at 
ninety feet. The brake test according to 
the R.C.M.P. showed the pedal had to be 
pumped twice to get brake pressure when 
the car was at a standstill. 

The coroner stated to the jury before 
they left to make their decision—“These 
three boys were on the wrong side of the 
road, contrary to the highway act.” Why 
did not the coroner in summing up also 
state, while the boys were on the wrong 
side of the road the death car travelled 
two hundred and twenty-five feet before 
being brought to a stop, showing it was 
out of control, contrary to the highway 
act, which states the car must be under 
the control of the driver at all times 
which would mean he should have stopped 
at ninety feet; also the brakes of the death 
car were faulty? But the jury exonerated 
the driver of all blame. 


Had the driver of the death car been 
driving with his car under control these 


lives could have been saved in spite 
of the fact they were walking on the 
wrong side of the road, and a_ tragedy 


avoided which has brought life-long sor- 
t the parents of these boys and a loss

The jury did add a rider to have police 
check lights on cars and warn pedestrians 
to walk on the proper side of the highway, 
but why not |f~aive censured the driver and 
took the lic¢vse away for a period of time, 
but instead of this béing a warning ‘to 
drivers who over drive their vision and 
endanger life and property, instead of 
having their cats under proper contro! at 
all times, it would have a tendency to 


place no restrictions on drivers who 
reckless as they would get off anybow. 

A repetition of this system was seen a 
week later on the same highway a few 
miles farther north when a soldier was 
killed in a similar maner, Unless we have 
more and stronger laws like British Co- 
lumbia, where car drivers have to take an 
examination before they operate a car and 
continual checking of brakes and lights 
and speed we shall continue to bear the 
sorrow of just such tragic accidents as the 
above, and continue to have life and pro- 
perty destroyed. 

IT am glad that we still live in a demo- 
cratic country that when people make 
mistakes by walking on the wrong side of 
the road they are not to be killed by reck- 
less car drivers, who have no thought but 
speed and driving to the common danger. 
Then when such drivers cause avoidable 
damage the law should be enforced to the 
limit as a reminder to those who fail to 
respect the lives of othérs, not as in the 
above case where caroner and jury exon- 
erate the driver of the death car of all 
blame, 

While I quite realize that these lives 
are taken and it is tco late to help them, 
yet we can do all in our power to prevent 
those avoidable tragedies which take a 
big toll every day of life and property.

A careful study of the reaction in Eur- 
ope reveals the fact that the American 
Congress was so long in making up its 
mind to authorize armed merchantmen to 
sail through combat zones and modified 
the Neutrality Act by such a narrow mar- 
gin that this momentous about-face in 
American policy is exer- 
cising a much less pro- 
nounced influence abroad 
than otherwise might 
have been the case. 

Had seciions 2, 3 and 6 
of the Neutrality Act 
been repealed more 
promptly and with im- 
pressive congressional 
majorities, the totalitar- 
ian powers would have 
had to modify some of 
their ideas about Amer- Harold L. Weir 
ican pacifism, internal division and mili- 
tary ineffectiveness and the allied oppon- 
ents of Hitler would have taken up the 
struggle with added vigor and courage. 

Just Regret 

The Axis, of course, deeply regret the 
American official abandonment of pacifis- 
tic philosophy and revision to the tradi- 
tional policy of sending merchantmen 
wherever it is deemed beneficial to the 
national interest to despatch them. 

They know that the totalitarian aspira- 
tions for world dominion will have a 
harder time winning out because Amer- 
ican war materials may now be shipped 
in American bottoms sailing under Amer- 
ican instead of Panamanian flags through 
combat zones to whatever belligerent ports 
urgently require munitions. 

The foes of the Axis rejoice that the 
tools they so badly need will henceforth 
arrive in the handiest vessel instead of 
having to wait for delivery in some non- 
American vessel. 

So the action of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in adopting, by a vote of 212 
to 194, the modification of the Neutrality 
Act previously enacted in the Senate by a 
vote of 50 to 37, is welcomed in the right 
quarters and regretted in the wrong 
quarters, 

Actually it was a noteworthy step in 
the effort of the United States to turn 


back the tide of Naziism. 


But the tardiness of the action and the 
large number of votes marshaled against 
it perplex and may dishearten the British, 
Chinese, Russian, Dutch and other peoples

Misunderstand 


These people do not comprehend that 
some of the votes against modification of 
the Neutrality Act were really protests 
against the administration’s ineffectual 
handling of industrial relations and half- 
hearted armament production. 

They do not understand that some of 
the opposition arose more out of personal 
antagonism to the President and members 
of his administration than out of pacifism 
or pro-Axis sympathies, 

They wonder whether, after all, the 
American people still fail to regard this as 
their war and whether all-out aid for the 
battle against totalitarianism will actually 
be forthcoming from the United States. 

If the Axis leaders do understand these 
factors, they are certainly not sharing 
their discoveries with their people and 
with the nations such as Turkey and the 
Latin American republics, which are try- 
ing to sit on the fence until they can jump 
in on the winning side. ; 

It is now clear that the Axis propaganda 
machine is already using the tardiness and 
eagerness of the vote to convince the sub- 
jugated peoples and the neutrals whose 
collaboration the Axis so ardently desires 
that the hearts of the American people are 
not really in this struggle, that American 
aid to the British, the Chinese and the 
Russians will be “too little and too late” 
to influence the outcome of the war. 


Propaganda Drive 


In the meantime, the Axis may be 
relied upon to redouble its efforts to per- 
suade the American people that the Axis 
entertains no unfriendly designs against 
them and that the United States can prof- 
itably keep out of the war and save its 
money by slowing up on aid to Britain. 

Axis leader have boasted that they can 
reduce the United States to the status they 
desire by exploiting American love of 
peace and ease, by creating paralyzing 
divisions within the American nation and 
by isolating the United States from other 
countries. 

Their hopes will not be abandoned be- 
cause the action taken by Congress a week 
ago yesterday. 

Nor are they desolated by the impu- 
dent, insolent and traitorous stand of John

It would not do, in any event, to over- 
look the deep significance of the act of 
revision itself. 

In deciding to arm merchant ships and 
send them to belligerent ports, the United 
States abandoned a concept adopted in the 
post-war disillusionment—that the United 
States can best safeguard its national in- 
terests by remaining aloof from struggles 
overseas and that it foolishly got into the 
last war by permitting armed merchant- 
men to enter the combat areas. 

This view, of course, is based upon a 
misreading of the history of 1914-17 and 
its wide prevalence in the United States 
has encouraged aggression by Japan, Italy 
and Germany throughout the past decade. 

But the significant fact is that this 
view, by however small a margin, has 
been formally repudiated. 

It is wiser to regard the incident, not in 
the light of what it will accomplish, but in 
the light of what the opposite might have 
accomplished, 

Had Congress voted against this repeal, 
the Japanese would have construed it as a 
green light for immediately launching 
their next campaign of aggression in the 
Pacific. 

The Turks would have yielded further 
to Axis pressure. 

Germany would have put the screws on 
harder in France and other areas it wishes 
to bring under more complete control. 

We may not have got all we wished 
in this vote. But it could have been in- 
finitely worse,

Vague Phrases Confuse Conceptions Of American Policy 


U. S. Not Clear on Meaning of + 


“Undeclared War” Nor 
“Democracy” 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 

It may be useful to examine two of the 
phrases we frequently use. 

It is said, for example, that the Ameri- 
cans are engaged in “an undeclared war” 
with Germany. What does this mean? As 
we now use the phrase, we are thinking of 
the fact that Congrese has not voted a de- 
claration of war against Germany but that 
nevertheless these are 
hostilities; this raises the 
question whether the 
“undeclared war” is un- 
der the American Con- 
stitution an illegal war. 

But this is not at all 
the historical meaning of 
the words. From Roman 
times to the Hague con- 
ference of 1907, a de- 
clared war meant a war 
which was announced to 
the enemy before hoatili- 
ties began whereas an 
undeclared war was one which began 
without notice. Thus, for example, our 
War of 1812 was formally declared by a 
vote of Congress. But because hostilites 
began before the news of the vote reached 
England, an eminent writer on inter- 
nationa) law like F. De Martens regarded 
our action, though constitutional in the 
United States, as an undeclared war, This 
illustrates vividly the esential point which 
is that in the correct use of the term “un- 
declared war,” the question at issue is not 
who within a country has legal authority 
to begin hostilities but whether there has

Undeclared War 


In this, the proper sense of the term, 
true examples of “undeclared war” were 
Hitler's attack on Denmark and on Nor- 
way and on Russia, and Mussolini's attack 
on Greece, For in these instances they 
struck without warning. To strike with- 
out warning js the essence of an “unde- 
In this sense the limited 
hostilities we are conducting in the Atlan- 
tic should not, even if they are described 
as war, be called an undeclared war. For 
the President, who since the time of Chief 


' Justice Marshal! has been “the sole organ 


of the nation in its external relations,” has 
given Hitler repeated and ample warning 
of what to expect. If the hostilities in the 
Atlantic are “war,” they are not as regards 
Hitler an “undeclared war.” 

Whether, as some contend here at 
home, the hostilities are illegal because 
they have not been authorized in advance 
by Congress, is another and more com- 
plicated question. Men will answer it 
differently because Americans have al- 
ways differed in their views as to how the 
Constitution is to be interpreted. But one 
thing can be said with certainty, that there 
is excellent and solid precedent for saying 
that the President has in fact an adequate 
legislative sanction for the actions he has 
taken. In the prize cases which were de- 
cided by the Supreme Court in 1862, the 
question was the legality of Lincoln's 
belligerency begun without previous auth- 
ority of Congress. 

The court held that “every act passed 
at the extraordinary session of 1861, which 
was wholly employed in enacting laws to 
enable the government to prosecule ihe 


war with vigor and efficiency,” constitut- 
ed “legislative sanction” of Lincoln's acts. 
In this substantial sense the record of 
Congress since the summer of 1940 has 
been legislative sanction for the foreign 
policy which was clearly announced while 
Congress was legislating. Now, of course, 
the repea! of the neutrality act in the light 
of the meaning attached to it in the de- 
bates, constitutes a full legislative sanc- 
tion for what has thus far been done— 


namely for conducting limited hostilities | 


without assuming in the present state of 
the world as a whole the obligation of 
total belligerency. 
Two Conceptions 

Another phrase, which it may be use- 
ful to look at more closely, is the Presi- 
dent's revival of Wilson's celebrated 
slogan about making “the world safe for 
democracy.” These words have a double 
meaning which has always caused great 
confusion. They can be read as calling for 
an American crusade to force the dem- 
ocratic form of government upon the 
peoples of the world. They can be read 
as meaning that America must see to it 
that the world is a place in which a de- 
mocracy, like the United States, is safe. 

There is a vast difference between 
these two econeeptions—the one an at- 
tempt to impose democracy op the world, 
the other an insistence that the world must 
be a place in which a democracy can live 
safely. The firdt conception—that of a 
crusade—is, in my opinion, dangerous and 
undesirable nonsense.

As a matter of fact, however, no cone 
ception of peace makes practical sense un- 
less we recognize that many peoples with 
differing systems of government will long 
exist. If they are to remain at peace, the 
crucial question is not whether they will 
behave lawfully toward their neighbors. 


Law and Order 


In this view, a world made safe for the 
American democracy would also be a 
world safe for any other lawful and law- 
abiding government, be it a republic, a 
monarchy, a sultanate, a Tibetan theoc- 
racy, or any of the many variations of re- 
publics, kingdom’, empires and whatnot, 
It can be no purpose of ours to impose our 
form of democracy upon Germany or Rus 
Our purpose must 
be a world in which aggressors have been 
subdued and in which under a general 
system of law and order, it is possible for 
a democracy or for any other legitimate 
government to live and let live. That. is 
the sense in which we, as a democratic 
republic, have the right and the duty te 
use force, if necessary, to make the worid 
safe for democracy. 

The basic American quarrel with Hitler 
is that he wields such vast power so laws 
lessly that it is impossible to live with 
security and with tranquility in the same 
world with him. What we ask of the Ger- 
man nation js that it shall be law-abiding, 
and not that it shall adopt our form of 
government which can be trusted to be 
law-abiding or until Germany is too weak
